“ Our country must regain the initiativ e that it lost 
after winning World War II. To be told that we cannot 
defeat a little country that has no air force, no nav y, 
and no effectiv e supply lines is patent nonsense. 
Deceiv ing ourselv es and running away from wars does 
not end them it begets them. To pursue a v acuum or 
falsehoods as a way of life in our communications with 
one another is surely fatal. Our faith in the truth must 
be reborn.

In a first-of-its-kind “ incentiv e” experiment, funded 
by an $87 0,000 bundle from the U.S. Office of

Schools in Oakland, Calif., and San Antoio, Tex., 
will participate in both a parent and teacher bonus 
program, while schools in Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
J acksonv ille, Fla., will limit themselv es to a teacher 
bonus plan. 
In each school district, two matching schools hav e 
been selected, one to serv e as an experimental school, 
the other as a control school working with the same 
materials but not eligible for any fiancial reward.

Depending upon the amount of progress beyond the

By comparing results with the control schools, the 
USOE hopes to be able to tell how much extra 
improv ement is made when teachers, hav e a financial 
stake in the success of their students, and also whether 
ev en greater improv ement is made when parents hav e a 
stake as well. 
For much less than $87 0,000 we can tell them the 
answer right now. “ Significant improv ements” are 
going to be forthcoming in at least two of these 
schools, or there will be a number of heart-to-heart 
talks between parents and kids in Oakland and San 
Antonio next spring.

“ My position is based on 60 
years of interest and research 
as time permitted,” explains 
the 74-year-old retired manager 
of city utilities here. Part o f his 
information came from drillers 
of oil and water wells in the 
area. 
Reddick makes no effort to 
minimize 
the world - famous 
New 
Madrid 
upheavals 
of 
1811-1812, but he is convinced 
there was a bigger one about! 
1200 which he classes as thej 
“ Big Shake.” 
j 
“ That’s 
where 
the 
real; 
history of this zone should 
start,” he 
maintains, 
“right 
with the really big one. At the 
time 
of the 1811-12 earth 
disturbances, the Indians told 
white 
settlers 
here 
of

Shake’ 
that 
occurred many years before. 
“ This 
information,

appears, was never validated 
and 
there is a reason. The

The hijackers took over about 12:30 a.m ., about midway 
through the regularly scheduled com m uter flight between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. The flight was 902. 
The plane landed at 1 :06 a.m. and the passengers were 
let off about 40 m inutes later. They were taken away in 
buses which the hijackers w ouldn’t allow any closer than 
500 feet from the plane.

geological past. 
“ My position is based on 60 
years of interest and research 
as time permitted,” explains 
the 74-year-old retired manager 
of city utilities here. Part o f his 
information came from drillers 
of oil and water wells in the 
area. 
Reddick makes no effort to 
minimize 
the world - famous 
New 
Madrid 
upheavals 
of 
1811-1812, but he is convinced 
there was a bigger one about > 
1200 which he classes as the| 
“ Big Shake.” 
‘‘That’s 
where 
the 
real 
history of this zone should 
start,” 
he 
maintains, 
“right 
with the really big one. At the 
time of the 1811-12 earth 
disturbances, the Indians told 
white 
settlers 
here 
of

Shake’

occurred many years before.

appears, was never validated 
and there is a reason. The
